‘Zero’ tolerance

Andover High School is 


attacking student tardiness by 
enforcing a policy that requires 
students who are late for school 
to receive zeros for any missed 


work. 

Under the plan implemented 
for the first time last week, stu- 
dents who arrive late to class 
“by even five seconds” are sent 
to the cafeteria, where they wait 
for the rest of the 82-minute 
class block to state their reason 
for tardiness before heading to 
their first class. If their lateness 
is unexcused they receive a zero 
for whatever class work they 
have missed, including exams. 
Anderson said this was always 
the school’s policy, but was not 
always enforced. 

“We need to impress upon 
kids that they need to be respon- 
sible. School is their work,” 
Anderson said. “You buy an air- 
plane ticket and if you are tardy 
to the gate you won't leave. The 
plane takes off in Andover at 
7:45.” 

Two hundred and thirty stu- 
dents came late to school last 
Monday, March 28, leading 
Andover High School adminis- 
trators to begin a crackdown on 
tardiness. 

Students were buzzing about 
the newly enforced tardy policy 
last week, with many of their 
complaints reaching Anderson 
himself. 

“It’s better to skip school 
than come in late and get a 
zero,” senior Felipe Machado 
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said. 

“If I know I’m going to be 
late I'll go out to breakfast. Why 
would I waste my time sitting in 
the cafeteria when I could be in 
a nice comfortable place,” senior 
Lauren Reed said. “Completely 
inefficient.” 

“T don’t think it’s going to 
last much longer. It’s mayhem,” 
said senior Jillian Flannery. 
“Give us a chance instead of 
limiting our time sitting in class 
and learning.” 

The students said tardiness is 
a problem but the policy is not 
the way to handle it. Several said 
the policy, aimed at juniors and 
seniors who drive to school, 
encourages students to grab 
breakfast and miss the whole 
first period or cut school all 
together — neither of which 
options would earn them zeros 
for their classwork. 

Reed said missing calculus 
for 20 minutes, rather than one 
minute, is punishment enough. 

“If I miss a day, I’m so 
screwed,” she said. 

Anderson said students 
heeded his warning that came 
over the public address system 
Wednesday, and just 40 students 
waited in the cafeteria compared 
to the 230 that snaked around 
the attendance office’s “tardy 
line’’ on Monday. He called last 
Thursday a “marked improve- 
ment.” 

Several students agreed with 
Anderson. 

“Something needs to be done 
about it, it’s ridiculous,” said

“In its first day it was pretty 
effective,” senior Ali Nill said. 
“In my first block there was a 
much higher attendance rate.” 

Principal Peter Anderson said 
tardiness is a problem “in subur- 
ban high schools in America” 
and Andover is no exception. 
One solution might be an open 
campus, where students are 
given more freedom in coming 
and going but Anderson said he 
does not consider that an option. 

At a school Anderson 
worked at in North Carolina a 
student got in a car accident 
rushing to school from lunch. 

“T will never willingly put 
students in that kind of posi- 
tion,” he said. 

Slovin, who is in Anderson’s 
class on leadership this semes- 
ter, said that ironically in her 
class they have been focusing on 
the opposite problem — fresh- 
men and sophomores who arrive 
at school up to 50 minutes 
before class on the bus and 
crowd the hallways. The class 
brainstormed ideas and will 
invite high school bands to 
entertain in the cafeteria to keep 
kids there. Students said they 
would appreciate a similar 
brainstorming process for the 
tardiness issue.

sands of people snaking in 
droves through Boston streets 
along the pope’s motorcade 
route during his first visit to 
Boston and the United States in 
1979, 

“We have been so fortunate 
to live in the time when John 
Paul Il was pope,” Berube said. 
“He’s crossed religious borders, 
broken down barriers and 
brought the youth close to him. 
He’s done more for Catholics 


than anybody else I can think of 


in my lifetime.” 

“He was phenomenal, unlike 
any of his predecessors,” added 
church member Joel Habib, 
glancing down at his Bible. “He 
has spread the word of God to 
all nations and all peoples. He’s 
not just a Holy Father, he’s con- 
sidered Pope John Paul the 
Great.” 

he most-traveled pope of all 
time, the Pontiff had visited 
more than 120 countries in his 
mission to serve the church. 
When his body was laid out for 
viewing at St. Peter’s this week, 
it was reported that Pope John 


Paul If was wearing a pair of 


simple brown leather shoes that 
he favored during the many trips 
of his 26-year papacy. 

The Vatican, said Foley, has 
been referring to Pope John 
Paul II in official texts as “the 
Great,” a phrase reserved only 
for religious leaders who earn 
sainthood status. Just two other 
popes in history have achieved 
such a title. 

“He was a shepherd and a 
rock who gave stability to the 
church,” said Foley. “He was a 
person you could look to, to be 
a light. And on the world stage 
he was one of the greatest 
statesmen of the last century 
and this one.” 

The tremendous devotion 
that Pope John Paul II was able 
to inspire from young people 
worldwide leaves a lasting 
impression in the mind of Mary 
Winters 

“He suffered so much him- 
self,” said Winters, a lifelong 
member of St. Augustine 
Parish. “He knew about human- 
ity and knew what the youth 
were going through. That’s why 
they flocked to him.” 

The sea of visitors surround- 
ing the pope at his public 
appearances created a media 
buzz, as people often compared 
the pontiff’s popularity to 
“rock-star” style status. 

“He preached the gospel to 
young people in a way that they 
could understand,” Foley said. 
“There was a mutual love 
between John Paul and the 
youth of the world.” 

But it is not only followers of 
the Catholic faith who have had 
John Paul’s papacy in their 
thoughts this week.

between Jews and Catholics,” 
said Rabbi Robert Goldstein, 
leader of the Temple Emanuel 
in Andover. 

John Paul II grew up in 
Poland as Karol Wojtyla, and 
many of his boyhood friends 
had been Jews. The pontiff’s 
own childhood experiences, 
said Goldstein, had enabled him 
to put a real face on what the 


Holocaust meant. Members of 


the Temple Emanuel said a 
memorial prayer for John Paul 
II on Saturday after his death 
was announced at 9:37 p.m. 
“From what he saw himself, 
the pope understood and took an 
active role in fighting against 
racism and hatred,” said Gold- 
stein. “The popular picture of 
him visiting the synagogue in 
Rome is the first time in history 
a pope ever visited that syna- 
gogue. It was a very short dis- 
tance from the Vatican, yet it 


took centuries to reach that des- 
tination. But he did it.” 

Referred to as the Catholic 
Church's most pious follower, 
John Paul II earned admiration 
from such a diverse audience 
due to his selfless ability to love 
and appreciate all humanity, 
said Foley. 

“It’s a testament to his life’s 
work,” Foley said. “He is deeply 
loved and will be deeply 
missed, but I believe that now 
we can not only pray for him, 
but to him.” 

St. Augustine Church will 
hold a memorial Mass com- 
memorating Pope John Paul II’s 
life and contributions tomorrow, 
Friday at noon. 

A Mass honoring the pope’s 
legacy was also held on 
Wednesday at 7 p.m., at St. 
Robert Bellarmine on Haggetts 
Pond Road. 


The College of Cardinals 
met Tuesday for a second 
day to prepare for the elec- 
tion of Pope John Paul II's 
successor. The decision to 
appoint a new pope histori- 
cally takes place about a 
month following the death of 
a pontiff. 

Traveling to the Vatican 
from locations scattered 
across the globe, the College 
of Cardinals convenes in the 
Sistine Chapel for a secret 
meeting known as the con- 
clave. The chapel is closed 
off and the religious leaders 
are prohibited from making 
any contact with outsiders 
afterward. Out of an estimat- 
ed 193 cardinals worldwide, 
only 131 can actually partici- 
pate in the electoral process 
since a 1975 ruling officially 
blocked members older than 
80 from voting. After taking 
an oath of absolute secrecy, 
the cardinals write in a name 
on a ballot before dropping it 
into a large chalice. Nine car- 
dinals who are selected as 
voting assistants help orga- 
nize the election. Three aid 
| infirm voters, three count 
| votes and three review 
counts. Each ballot is then 
checked, names are written

While expected, it is 
still difficult to accept the 
news of His Holiness Pope 
John Paul II’s death, a man 
who lived with singular 
wisdom and extraordinary 
dignity, grace, and piety.

Phillips Academy is spend- 
ing more than $5 million to 
change Andover’s skyline and 
bring the sound of bells back 
to its campus. 

The private high school is 
tearing down its weathered 
and silent Memorial Bell 
Tower brick by brick, and will 
replace it with a tower holding 
bells that will toll again. 

The project has created a 
gap in Andover’s skyline, 
leaving the steeple on the 
| school’s Cochran Chapel as 
the sole campus structure hov- 
ering over Main Street. 

“I go by there every day,” 
said Peter Onanian, a 33-year 
resident of Andover and 
owner of Olde Andover Vil- 
lage shopping area. “I saw the 
crane and wondered what 
they're doing.” 
| The belfry and bells have 
been removed, leaving just a 
tower of bricks, which will be 
taken down in the next month. 

Onanian, a mason, called 
the tower a “maintenance 
nightmare” from what he 
could see from the road. He 
said there was a similar bell 
tower on top of his downtown 
shopping center that deterio- 
rated from the weather, 
became too difficult to care for 
and was taken down. 

His friend Frank Michael, 
also a longtime resident, joked 
| that Onanian needs a “rich 
| uncle” like Phillips Acade- 
my’s wealthy alumni to 
replace his bell. 

Forty-year resident Susan 
Lenoe said she could not 
believe it has been 16 years 
since Phillips Academy’s bells 
have tolled. 

“The woman would play 
the organ. People used to have 
picnics up there,” she said of 
the grounds near the tower. 


Phillips Academy is spending $5 million to dismantle and 
then rebuild its bell tower, which will allow bells in the tower 
to ring for the first time in 16 years.

“Has it really been that long?" 

Lenoe said she saw some 
of the 37 enormous, old bells 
up close when they lay on the 
ground this week. The largest 
bell, which plays a low E note, 
weighs 2,347 pounds. The 
new tower will have 49 bells, 
which span four octaves, and, 
thanks to computerization, can 
be played from remote loca- 
tions. The new tower’s exteri- 
or will be identical to the for- 
mer tower, but the interior will 
be entirely different with a 
cinder-block core and better 
bell technology. 

“The skyline of the campus 
has been changed,” said Tana 
Sherman, spokeswoman for 
Phillip’s Academy. “We do 
feel a part of it is missing, but | 
we’re so excited about the fact 
that it will be rebuilt. There 
will be the wonderful carillon 
and bells.” 

The old bell tower, often 
used as a symbol of the school 
on Phillips brochures, was 
designed by architect Guy 
Lowell, based on the steeple 
of Boston’s Old South Meet- 
ing House, Sherman said. 
Built as a memorial to the 
school’s 85 alumni who died 
in World War I, the tower 
stands on the school’s Train- 
ing Field, where military com- 
panies drilled during the 
American Revolution, the War 
of 1812, the Civil War, the 
Spanish-American War and 
World War I. | 

Since the beginning of the 
20th century, the bells rang to 
signify classes, church ser- 
vices and special occasions. 

The school has called the 
engineering of the tower 
“poor,” despite its physical 
beauty. Cracks have devel- 
oped throughout its brick and 
steel structure. In 1989, the

Carriage house to be 
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carried away 


Will become latest historic building moved to South Main Street on April 17 


By Andrea Gregory 

Michael Ristuccia is in the 
moving business — but in a 
unique way. Rather than pack- 
ing up everything inside a home 
and transporting it all to a new 
location, the Andover man 
moves the whole house. 

On Sunday, April 17, Ristuc- 
cia plans to move his third struc- 
ture, a carriage house from 133 
Carmel Road , which he will put 
behind his home at 373 South 
Main St. He said he always 
wanted an artist’s studio, and 
saving the small structure that 
would otherwise be torn down 
gives him the opportunity to 
have one. However, Ristuccia 
admits he’s not really an artist. 
He just did not want to see the 
old carriage house torn down, he 
said. 

So why not save it? It’s noth- 
ing he hasn't done before. 

Last Monday, selectmen 
approved the move, 4-0. Select- 
man John Hess was absent from 
the meeting. Selectmen Chair- 
man Brian Major smiled when 
he said the house shuffling in 
Andover was becoming quite a 
tradition. 

Ristuccia moved his first 
house in 2002. The home had to 
be split in half for the move. 
Last summer, he did it again, 
taking a 1758 two-story, federal- 
style house for a one-mile road

trip down Main Street. That 
house went in one piece, just as 
the carriage house will. 

In the past, telephone and 
cable services in the neighbor- 
hoods along the route have been 
interrupted. Ristuccia told 
selectmen the carriage house is 
small enough that he thinks it 
can make the journey without 
having much effect on the 
neighborhood. He said he still 
plans to inform neighbors, so 


that no one is alarmed at the 
sight of a house on wheels pass- 
ing by. 

“It's kind of fun. You get 
cozy with the townspeople,” 
said his son, Michael Ristuccia 
Jr., who has helped with the pre- 
vious house transplants and will 
be part of this trip. “But the end 
product is definitely why we do 
it.” 

Safety Officer Bob Cronin 
said this house move should

Stairs leading to the bells 
became so dangerous that the 
bells were silenced because no 
one was allowed to climb up to 
ring them. 

A school campaign asked 
alumni for a new tower and 
bell system and within just six 
months raised more than $4.7 
million, with just $450,000 left 
needed to cover the project's 
full cost. Sherman said they are 
expecting the new tower will 
be completed by January 2006. 
A dedication will most likely 
take place during class 
reunions in the summer of 
2006, and Sherman said the 
picnics of the old days may be 
possible again. 

The newly computerized 
bells caused some controversy 
when a player of the school’s 
former carillon said she would 
refuse to play an electronic sys- 
tem. She said she will only 
play a true mechanical carillon, 
which is more costly to the 
school. 

“T will play it if and when 
it’s restored to the status of a 
carillon,” said Sally Slade 
Warner, who is also a librarian 
at the school. “A trained chim- 
panzee who can play chop- 


sticks can play what they are 
going to put in.” 

Despite this, she also said 
there is hope that future dona- 
tions will restore the new tower 
to its original quality. 

“There’s good and bad 
about the new tower,” she said. 
“The bad thing is they're going 
to put in all this gimmicky 
junk, you know, electric action. 
The good thing is it’s going to 
be built so in the future a 
mechanical keyboard can be 
put in and can be restored to 
the new status of a carillon. 
The new bell system should 
not be called a carillon because 
it isn’t.” 

The school can hire some- 
one else to play the electronic 
bells, or the computer can play 
them automatically, 

Andover residents said they 
are excited about the sound of 
bells returning to town, but 
they are shocked to hear how 
much rebuilding the landmark 
is costing the school. 

“Five million (dollars), 
when you just think of how 
much that is,” Rick Gagnoa 
said, trying not to shake his 
head during a haircut at the 
Andover Barber Shop. 

“I want some of that,” bar- 
ber Mike Crocco joked.

The carriage house is about 
18 feet high and 20 feet wide 
There is about 900 square feet 
inside, said the father-and-son 
team.

land carriage house,” Ristuccia 
Sr. said. “It hasn't been used in 
years.” 

The carriage house was 
scheduled to be torn down this 
summer. He said he has until 
June to remove the building. 

The 2003 Town Meeting 
opened the gates for house 
transfers to save old homes from 
developers or property owners 
who plan to get rid of them. An

mission allowed historic build- 
ings to be relocated to lots that 
would normally be too small by 
zoning standards. 

Ristuccia began restoring 
antique homes in his retirement 


years. He said the Preservation | 


Commission sought him out to 
save many of the homes he has 
salvaged thus far. 

“T think the best thing is 


knowing they are going to be |

There are a number of 
proposals before the state 
legislature this year to help 
low-income senior citizens 
cope with rising property 
taxes. The legislature rec- 
ognizes that rapid increases 
in both health-care costs 
and real-estate values are 
dealing a severe one-two 
punch to those living on a 
fixed income. 

Although several pro- 
grams exist to provide 
property tax relief, the 
income and asset restric- 
tions have not kept up with inflation and rising 
property values. 
seniors eligible for such programs has declined 
by several thousand in the last few years. 

I am interested in hearing from Andover citi- 
zens about which type of proposals would make a 
difference to seniors in the community struggling 
to stay in their own homes. 

The typical $500 exemption for low-income 
seniors age 70 and older is reimbursed to the 
cities and towns by the state. It has been capped 
at $500 for the past 20 years. Years ago this 
exemption paid a significant part of a tax bill. 
Today the average Massachusetts property tax 
bill is $2,894, so this exemption does not go very 
far to lift the burden. 

Furthermore, to be eligible for this exemption, 
a single senior can have income of no more than 
$13,000 and assets (excluding the home) of no 
more than $28,000. These income/asset limits 
vary due to many factors, but this example illus- 
trates the very low thresholds under the current 
law. Clearly this excludes many people who need 
help, and needs to be updated. 

Many communities have taken it upon them- 
selves to raise the amount of the exemption and 
the eligibility limits to include more of their 
seniors. However, the state only reimburses them 
at the old $500 rate. That is why there is broad 
support for changing the state law to a much larg- 
er exemption of $1,400 and making more people 
eligible 

You may recall last year that there was a pro- 
posal to exempt senior citizens from any tax 
increases due to Proposition 24 overrides. In my 
opinion, it is unfair to shift too much of the tax

burden to younger families, many of whom are 
experiencing their own financial difficulties. 
Every time a community provides an unreim- 
bursable tax break to one group, other taxpayers 
in town pick it up. 

One exception is the senior citizen circuit 
breaker which is entirely state funded so the tax 
breaks are not shifted to other property-tax payers 
in town. The circuit breaker provided help to 
31,000 Massachusetts seniors last year, and could 
serve as a model for helping more seniors. The 
age limit is 65, and the income limits are more 
generous at $44,000 for singles, and $66,000 for 
couples. Seniors paying more than 10 percent of 
their income on property taxes get a refund from 
the state of up to $820 this year. 

To receive the circuit breaker refund, seniors 
must file a special section of the Mass Income 
Form even if they owe no taxes. The legislature is 
considering raising the limit of how much the 
home can be worth from $440,000 to $600,000. 
For example, I have a constituent whose tax bill is 
way over 10 percent of his income, but he is not 
eligible for the circuit breaker because his home 
is assessed a few thousand dollars over the 
$440,000 limit. Again I am interested in people's 
opinion on this. 

Finally, when all else fails financially, under 
the current law low-income seniors can defer 
payment of taxes altogether until the property is 
sold or upon their death. In this case the heirs 
must pay the full amount of deferred taxes plus 


interest. The current interest rate is 8 percent a | 


year on taxes owed when property is sold, and 16 
percent a year on the total after the taxpayer dies. 
There are proposals to reduce this interest rate 
significantly because it is a major barrier to taking 
advantage of this provision. 


As long as Massachusetts relies so much on | 


the property tax to fund education and local ser- 
vices the debate will continue on how to make it 


as fair as possible. Years ago it was assumed that | 


a person’s property worth was linked to a per- 
son’s ability to pay. Today this is no longer true, 
especially for those on fixed incomes. No one in 
local or state government wants the elderly to 
leave their cherished homes because of high 
property taxes.

THE RED SEA: 
World Series 
trophy visitors 
are a rainbow 
of generations

r | SHE YOUNG Clark brothers 
wanted to see the World 
Series trophy because last 

year’s Red Sox victory was the 

first World Series they ever 

watched on television. 

Twenty-year-old Michael 
Berger wanted to view the tro- 
phy up close because of the 
smiles the Red Sox have 
brought to his family, young and 
old. His parents, grandparents 
and even great-grandparents 
turned his house into “command 
central” to secure tickets by 
phone for six games this season. 

And, for 89-year-old Paul 
Braciska, alive for each of the 
Sox World Series victories in 
1918 and 2004, there were even 
more reasons to see the trophy. 
The crowd gathered at Old 
Town Hall on Tuesday gave him 
a resounding round of applause 
when he was the first to pose 
with the Red Sox World Series 
trophy in Andover (see page 1). 

“I was 2 years old when they 
won in 1918 so I don’t remem- 
ber, but I have been a big fan for 
a lot of years,” said Braciska, of 
Lawrence, who was dressed in a 
Red Sox jacket and hat as he 
leaned on his cane waiting 
patiently to have his picture 
taken with the trophy.

Red Sox Nation stories like 
his were plentiful as a well- 
behaved crowd of 500 (accord- 
ing to Kim Stamas of DCS) 
lined the stairs of Old Town Hall 
on Main Street Tuesday mom- 
ing for a peek at the trophy. 
They waited patiently for their 
up-close turn to see the trophy. 

It was a sea of red as people 
of all ages were dressed in their 
fan attire, and they swapped Red 
Sox Nation stories for the 90 
minutes that the trophy was in 
town. The babies with Red Sox 
bibs were joied by older kids 
skipping school who would not 
share their names, a crowd from 
Marland Place, local politicians 
and downtown office workers. 
They all came together to see 
the trophy and talk shop.

A spin on 
fitness issue 


i, bs RESULTS FROM THIS YEAR’S Presidential 
Physical Fitness test for elementary-school 
children shows a surprising dropoff in Andover kids’ 
fitness compared to just two years ago. Two years 
ago was the last time young students met for 90 min- 
utes of physical education each week instead of 45. 

Despite this bad news, Andover still ranks better 
than the average town, and many Andover kids are in 
good shape. Almost as many Andover kids (202) 
ranked in the top 15 percent in the nation as ranked in 
the bottom 50 percent (258). This does not mean 
adults do not need to take action, but they can do so 
while knowing fitness boot camps are not in order. 

By staying positive with kids and gently nudging 
them to get outside, adults might best be able to 
improve the situation. Elementary-school kids exer- 
cise in many ways without knowing it. But most 
unofficial exercise programs fall under the same cate- 
gory: having fun. We’re sure parents, teachers and 
others can encourage children to get off the couch and 
play games while the town looks to see if it can pro- 
vide more physical education time in schools.

Too long 
until post time 


Editor, Townsman: 

Most of us have experi- 
enced the gridlock on Stevens 
Street. It happens when some- 
one wants to turn into the post 
office parking lot, but the lot is 
full. So they remain on Stevens 
Street with their left- or right- 
turn blinker on. 

The parking lot features 
head-in parking. This means 
that people have to stay at the 
beginning of the lot, or they 
will be blocking a car that 
wants to get out to give them a 
space. 

Once they finally get a 
parking space, they enter the 
post office to find that the line 
to the counter reaches the out- 
side door. And there are five 
customer service counters. 
Usually, two of the five are 
manned. The day I write this, 
Thursday, April | was a better 
day. Three of five were 
manned. It only took 23 min- 
utes to get from the door to a 
customer-service clerk. 

One way to reduce the grid- 
lock on Stevens Street would 
be to ask — or beg — the post- 
master to use all five service 
counters during peak periods.

Our kids are 
heavier now than ever,” said Silva. “They're not 
going to score as well because of the added 
weight. 

“I think our best athletes are better now.” he 
continued, “*but if I take the average, everyday kid, 
I’m not so sure that’s the case. | think the com- 
puter age has obviously hurt the situation.” 

Silva said that Katie Rurak, Doherty PE 
teacher, has started a free after-school exercise 
program for Doherty middle-school students. 

There might be 10 to 15 kids who take part in 
the program. A few hundred yards outside the 
school at that time? Well, there’s a lot more than 
10 to 15 kids buying soda and chips at CVS. 

So the problem isn’t just having 45 fewer min- 
utes of PE time for elementary kids during the 
school week. The problem is what is happening 
during the week’s many other hours. As always, 
families must be the biggest part of the solution, 
finding ways to encourage active fun. Because no 
matter what the town offers, kids’ meaningful 
activity always starts and ends at home. 

“From my own observation, I would say we 
have better training facilities now than we ever 
had 30 years ago. We have better fields, better 
equipment. We have better athletes now,” said 
Silva. “Having said that, the general public, I'm 
not sure they're in better shape now than they 
were 30 years ago. 

“I know it sounds like a contradiction, but they 
are not taking advantage of all that they have now. 
They're sedentary,” he said. “They're getting used 
to just hanging around.”

department reduced its staff by 
46 and reduced programs so it 
could keep all 10 schools operat- 
ing. I’m sure every department 
head can tell of programs and 
services they must curtail 
because their operating budgets 
are constrained.

Local marathon hopefuls raise awareness, fight diseases

NDOVER HIGH SCHOOL graduate Andrew Mclntyre (class of 
89) will follow in the fleet footsteps of other members of his 
family by trying to complete the Boston Marathon on Mon- 
day, April 18. But McIntyre will do something else too: raise money 
for the Alzheimer’s Association, which has also affected his family 

“As important as it is for me to finish the Boston Marathon, | want 
this run to have just as big an impact on others. On Sept. 8, 1993, my 
godmother, Doris Smith, passed away from the complications of the 
Alzheimer’s disease. Ten years later, on Dec. 14, 2003 my dear friend 
Roberta Fay Damon passed away in the early stages of the same dis- 
ease,” he said. 

That is why McIntyre is motivated to run for the Alzheimer’s 
Association. However, he wants to run not just for doctors study ing 
the disease, but also for the families of those with Alzheimer’s. He 
said he knows that many people struggle with their emotions when a 
loved one starts to forget important memories and even family mem- 
bers. He wants the money he raises to help family members with theit 
feelings. 

“Research is important, but more so is counseling, education and 
support for families who are struggling with this type of disease,” he 
said. 

McIntyre’s cousin is helping him to train and prepare for the 26.2- 
mile course, which McIntyre hopes to finish in about three and a half 
hours. Last week McIntyre ran 50 miles, up to 14 miles in one day. 

“There has been great reinforcement from friends and businesses 
in the area,” he stated. “Thanks to the support of my coach, mentors 
and friends, this challenge — which was once unthinkable to me — is 
now attainable.” Support has come from many corners, including area 
businesses such as Drum Hill Ford and White Street Paint, he said. 

McIntyre has been surprised by how many people he talks to have 
had a loved one touched by Alzheimer’s. 

“People don’t just send me checks, they write me letters. | get 
chills,” he said. “I thought maybe one or two people would come up 
(who had a connection with Alzheimer’s). There have been 20 people 
with mothers or fathers or loved ones who have gone through similar 
things.” 

Alzheimer’s disease is a brain disorder that destroys a person’s 
memory, decision-making, and communication skills over time, 
according to the Alzheimer’s Association Web site. An estimated 4.5 
million Americans have Alzheimer’s disease and these numbers con- 
tinue to grow. National annual costs for caring for these individuals is 
more than $100 billion, according to the Web site. For more details, 
check out www.alzmass.org/upcoming/marathon05.html.

Decorating eggs, Lithuanian-style 


Demonstration and intergenerational workshop on Sunday 


The public is invited to a 
demonstration and intergenera- 
tional workshop this Sunday, 
April 10 from 2 to 4 p. m. at the 
Andover Historical Society, 97 
Main St. 

Well-known ethnic folk 
artist Jonas Stundza will present 
the ancient Lithuanian art of 
decorating eggs. The fee is $10 
for members, and $15 for non- 
members, including materials. 

Lithuania’s famous 16th 
century writer, Mazvydas, 
wrote, “The egg at Easter is 
more precious than receiving a 
book.” The hand-decorated 
Lithuanian egg is called a 
margutis (mar-goo-tis) from the 
Lithuanian word margus, 


meaning colorful. These gifts of 
eggs are so highly prized by 
Lithuanians that they are kept 
for decades, even after colors 
have long faded. 

Symbols are derived from 
nature: sun, moon, stars, water, 
leaves, and birds. The tradition 
has its origin in the ancient 
Baltic religion that existed 
before Lithuanians accepted 
Christianity in the 15th century. 

Eggs are decorated for three 
different Spring holidays: East- 
er, Pentecost and St. George 
Day - originally the seasonal 
holiday, Lyge. Curiously, Easter 
eggs tended to be the least col- 
orful, decorated chiefly with 
onion skins. Small droplets of 


wax are transferred to the egg 
and quickly smeared before 
cooling. Wherever the wax is 
placed, it protects the undercoat 
of color during a series of dye 
baths. 

Stundza was born into a 
household in Lawrence where 
Lithuanian traditions were cher- 
ished. “I was about 12 when I 
realized that other Lithuanians, 
particularly elderly friends of 
the family, were using intricate 
patterns. I asked for assistance 
and, from several people, 
learned the patterns that became 
the basis for hundreds of eggs I 
create today.” 

Stundza prepares natural 
dyes in the same manner as in

In his new kitchen, Matthew Morello starts from scratch each day

With light Italian jazz playing in the back- 
ground, Matthew Morello begins making 
breakfast. The sun won’t be up for hours. By 
the time it rises outside his Andover shop win- 
dow, it will be time to take the scones out of the 
oven. And he’ll almost be done preparing lunch 
and dinner. 

This daily routine for the owner of Sa*vour 
Kitchen begins around 2 a.m., when the food 
market frequented by many restaurant owners 
and cooks opens in Everett. Morello said he 
goes early to secure the freshest meats and pro- 
duce he can find. Browsing the day’s selection, 
he starts to plan the menu, which changes every 
day. 

Armed with food, he drives up to Andover. 
And in what some would consider the still of 
night, he gets ready to serve the local commu- 
nity. 
“I try to sleep a little bit,” said the new shop 
owner. “It’s insane a little bit, but it’s what has 
to be done if you want to do things this way. 
The whole idea is that people know (my food) 
is made for the day. We are doing food for the 
day here. Come in because it’s not going to be 
the same tomorrow.” 

For a new restaurant, Saevour Kitchen 
already has quite a following. Morello said 
there were no grand opening or big displays. 

“We just kind of opened the door. We want- 
ed to take it easy for the first few weeks,” he 
said. But that didn’t really happen. 

According to Morello, the store acquired its 
flow of customers through good old word-of- 
mouth. There seems to be a constant flow of 
people ready to taste some of the freshest food 
and treats around. He describes the style of 
food and the decor as French with a little Ital- 
ian. 
“We're trying to do really simple food, just 
done well,” he said. 

According to Morello, some people stop by 
for more than one meal a day. The tiny shop 
fills up with regulars and first-timers alike, he 
said. 

Since Morello loves his work, he doesn’t 
mind the long days. His long-time girlfriend, 
Alison Sudalter, helps run the place. 

“She makes this whole thing work here,” he 
said. “She has this smile and a way of talking to

he said. “People comment on it every day.” 

Morello is no stranger to Andover. He grad- 
uated from Andover High School in 1993.

Town officials are often faced 
with answering tough questions. 
Usually, though, their inquisi- 
tors are not fourth- and fifth- 
graders. 

Last week, however, officials 
were peppered with questions 
such as “/f you could have one 
wish to improve Andover, what 
would it be?” by youth such as 
Jayme Cohen, 11. Jayme posed 
that query to a panel of 
Andover’s political movers and 
shakers who were gathered at 
Sanborn Elementary School last 
week in honor of the school’s 
Social Studies Day. 

The responses to Jayme’s 
question — asking officials their 
biggest hope for improving the 
town — echoed a similar mes- 
sage: political activism. 

“Td like to see all of you get 
involved and participate in town 
government,” said Town Man- 
ager Buzz Stapczynski. “It 


would be wonderful to see you 
all graduate from college and 
come back to be members of the 
town’s boards. I'd like to think 
I’m looking out into a crowd, 
where the town’s future superin- 
tendent (of schools) and town 
manager is sitting.” 

Other panelists included 
School Committee member Deb 
Silberstein, Superintendent 
Claudia Bach, Finance Commit- 
tee Chairwoman Joanne Mar- 
den, Selectmen Chairman Brian 
Major and June Black, who rep- 
resented the office of US Repre- 
sentative Marty Meehan. 

Each public official 
expressed that the best and most 
effective town governments 
result from an active constituen- 
cy. Going down the line, mem- 
bers described their daily job 
responsibilities while fielding a 
variety of questions ranging 
from those about lead in the 
school water supply to deciding

“This time of year, these peo- 
ple sitting next to me think I'ma 
big pain in the neck,” said Mar- 
den, explaining her role in mon- 
itoring the town’s money flow. 
“Sometimes I have to ask some 
very uncomfortable questions to 
make sure (town) spending is 
going where it’s needed, so that 
people going to Town Meeting 
can make good decisions.” 

Following introductions, 
some of the grownups couldn't 
resist conducting a pre-Town 
Meeting vote. 

“How many of you have 
gone in with your parents to 
vote?” asked Silberstein. Almost 
every hand shot up in response. 

“How many people think the 
schools should have more 
money?”

The majority of students who 
fall in between the two extremes 
reveals an “alarming” statistic 
that both Andover and the nation 
need to begin to address, 
McManus adds. 

“The middle-of-the-road 
kids, or your average kid, are the 
ones who are being left behind,” 
McManus said. “They're the 
kids that try hard, the kids who, 
with proper coaching and tech- 
nique, could improve so quickly. 
But we don’t have the time to 
give them that.” 


Health experts say trimming 
back physical education in 
schools nationwide has con- 
tributed to a rise in childhood 
diseases that were previously 
unheard of. 

The Centers for Disease 
Control report that obesity is a 
leading health problem among 
children in the US. The growing 
wave of youth obesity is helping 
fuel a parallel epidemic in the 
rate of diabetes. 

In the last two decades, CDC 
statistics show the incidence of 
obesity among adults and chil- 
dren has risen nearly 50 percent.

With less gym-class time, town students less fit 


As defined by federal standards, 
approximately 30 percent of 
adults and 25 percent of chil- 
dren are considered obese today. 

“What used to be known as 
‘adult onset’ diabetes was typi- 
cally diagnosed in people over 
40,” said Nancy Masys, a regis- 
tered nurse and program coor- 
dinator of the diabetes education 
program at Lawrence General 
Hospital. “Now we're seeing it 
in children as young as 10 years 
old.” 

In Andover, a townwide stu- 
dent medical summary for the 
current school year reports that 
16 children have diabetes. 
While some might think those 
numbers are low, health experts 
agree that locally and nationally, 
the numbers of affected children 
will continue to climb unless a 
change in lifestyle habits occur 
at school and at home. 

Escalating childhood health 
problems, including high blood 
pressure, high cholesterol and 
insomnia are also attributed to a 
decrease in exercise and play, 
according to Masys. 

“Children today simply don’t 
get enough PE in school any- 
more and when they go home 
from school, they watch TV or 
get on the computer and snack,” 
Masys said. “Physical education 
in school is instrumental for 
teaching children healthy living 
habits early on and for develop- 
ing their gross motor skills. 
There is no longer an emphasis 
on that and it’s putting the 
health of children, and their 
health as they enter adulthood, 
in jeopardy.”

“People see many kids play- 
ing soccer, or other sports, and 
think our kids in town are in 
pretty good shape,” McNally 
said. “But a lot of kids are not 
playing sports, or getting any 
physical activity outside of 
school.” 

Most children, said McNally, 
are introduced to sports and a 
gamut of other physical activi- 
ties through school physical 
education classes. That expo- 
sure has been greatly limited. 

John Rex, physical education 
instructor at Bancroft, said that 
after more than a decade of 
coaching youth sports the differ- 
ence in overall physical perfor- 
mance he sees is startling.
